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A packaging device for an elongate medical device having a 
flexible elongate body and engagement means to allow 
interengagement of adjacent portions of the body, wherein 
the engagement means is integrally formed with the flexible 
elongate body. 
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An adapter for a packaging device comprising a body manber, 
connectors and a bore in the body member and reception means 
to lock the elongate body with the adapter.
